Plants Next Year, in Order to Kin 


Mexican Bwttes 


010 BIG OMMBEtHIt YEAR 


'Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 21—Per- 


sons in southern Indiana who intent 
growing beans next year should bt 
prepared to spray the'plants at the 
first sign of injury from the Mexican 
bean 'beetle, with Magnesium Arsen- 
ate at the rate of 1 pound to 50 gal- 
lons of water, was the advise today 
of Frank N. Wallace, state entomo- 
logist, -who says the beetle has 
worked further north into eastern 
and southern parts of Indiana than 
at first thought when its .presence 
was discovered in July. 


Indiana State Fair visitors las! 


week reported to Wallace that the 
'beetle has completely destroyed gar- 
den beans iu the states of Kentucky 
and Tennessee. A; few 
days 
ago 


'beetles were discovered 3.miles north 
of Cambridge City, and just south 
of Knightstown. The furthcrst north 
the ))est had previously been found 
iu this state was in Fayettc county. 


The conservation department also 


reports that tan colored moths by 
the millions seemingly, have swept 
into the business and residence dis- 
tricts of Indianapolis in the last few 
nights to swarm around the bright 
lights. According to Harry F. Dictz, 
of Wallace's office, they are moths 
of the corn car wonn which is unus- 
ually abundant in the 
late sweet 


corn throughout Indiana this year. 
Field corn, however, has not "been 
extensively damaged ;by this' pest. 
Conservation officials point out that 
the torn ear worm should not\ be; 


coirfnsed. with European Corn Borer,; 
which serious pest does not yet oc-- 
cur 
in this state.
